Mrs. Stickney was 
unaware that her sister gave 
birth to a baby while in pri.son. 
Prior to the war Mrs. Stickney 
and Mrs. Turner lived with their 
husbands, mining engineers, at 
Baguio, a mountain capital of 
Manila. LaVeme Wood Stickney 
became ill and Mrs. Stickney 
brought him to Sierra Madre to 
regain his health, but he pa.s.aed 
away about two years ago. Fol¬ 
lowing is a portion of the letter 
from Bilibid prison: 

Feb. 8. 

Hello, my precious Maxine; 

Oh, I was glad to get your 
Red Cross letter. Am writing

and over 200 missing or dead ■' 
but Harry survived. I am so

Oh, if only people In 
the States oould see their bovs In 
action their hearts would fairly 
swell with gratitude and joy. 

But we are rescued and I feel 
as though I am already on U.S.A. 
soil, for I feel like Uncle Sam’s 
long arm has reached right over 
here, and we are safe in his 
bands at last. And I see a living 
arm of ships a' artf. and in the 
air. What a wonderful nation, 
and I am glad I was bom an 
American.

Capt Evans Goes

In letters to Carl Hansen and 
to Mrs. Kvans, Capt. L. M. Evans 
who has been with a tank division 
from the Invasion to entering 
Germany, writes of his experience 
at St. Lo. 

“Dear Carl: 

"At the risk of becoming senti¬ 
mental may I say that the mem¬ 
ory of your many good deeds for 
me never fails to cheer me during 
the sub-zero periods that all G.I.’s 
experience. Much water has gone 
under the bridge since you last 
hoard from me, Carl. I landed 
in France In a ‘Peep’ in 5 feet 
of water and only got ashore be¬ 
cause Henry built those ‘Peeps’ 
as only Henry could.

to the meurnful cry of cranes 
cornin’ down from above. When 
you look up they are like a poem 
in motion, so beautiful an4 
graceful is their flight.

Local Man with “Lost 
Battalion” Rescuers 

still the great killer of the en¬ 
emy and at the same time the 
protector of its own infantry, a 
Field Artillery Battalion of the 
442nd Japanese-American Regi¬ 
ment is dropping accurate, sus¬ 
tained and concentrated fire on 
German personnel, defenses and 
other targets in the French Alps 
along the Franco-Italian border. 

As part of Lt. Gen. Jacob L. 
Devers’ 6th Army Group, of which 
Pvt. Sam M. Takahaski, 184 Au¬ 
burn, and Pfc. Mitu.so Kunihiro 
are fighting, the battalion is pro¬ 
viding protective fire for infantry 
patrols working their way through 
the mountain passes into German 
piosltions by demolishing enemy 
resistance and attempted am¬ 
bushes. 

The accuracy of the battalion’s 
fire is second to none. In the 
Italian campaign, during the bat¬ 
tle for a strategic hill near the 
“Little Cassino" line north of 
Rome, the battalion accounted for 
more than 75 per cent of the en¬ 
emy casualties. An artillery offi¬ 
cer visited the battleground later 
and found more than 120 dead 
Germans, all killed by artillery, 
within a circle of 200 yards. Other 
experts described It as “the best 
firing we have ever .seen.” 

Slugging its way through South¬ 
ern France into the Vosges Moun¬ 
tains, it played a great part in 
the rescue of the now famous 
"Lost Battalion" of this war. 

Over 1000 Purple Hearts, .some 
with Oak Leaf Clusters, have been 
awarded to Japanese-American 
troops.

Another temple, mis¬ 
named the Basilica and too old 
to be identified, is larger—178 x 
80, with 50 fluted columns, 21 feet 
high, five feet thick at the base, 
three feet three inches at the top.’ 
Besides other ruin.s, Including a 
Roman amphitheatre, there l.s the 
temple of Poseidon (Neptune),

THE GODS. No alert, 100'/, 
American needs to be told the ex¬ 
act location of "God’s Country,” 
but many of our compatriots to¬ 
day—though of course not the 
Quiz Kids—might hesitate If 
asked off-hand to state the loca¬ 
tion of the country of the gods. 
Nor l.s this fact to be wondered 
at, for although we have some 
250 varying sects in this blessed 
and blooming land of religious 
liberty it is fairly safe to say that 
none of their devotees has ever 
bowed the knee to any one of the 
deities who were at one time the 
gods and goddesses chiefly hon¬ 
ored in the most civilized and cul¬ 
tured centers of Europe.

If one goes by train, 
without being "conducted”—it is 
a journey of 60 miles through a 
thickly populated region, a con¬ 
tinuous garden, green with the 
foliage of grapes, figs, oranges, 
lemons, prickly pear (our paddle- 
leafed cactus), wheat, barley, and 
rye. pine trees and palms- all en¬ 
riched by centuries of lava and 
ash from that old near-by terror, 
Mt. Vesuvius, who never lets her 
fires go out. One also sees many 
spaghetti "factories”—very .small 
ones, frequently, with the long 
spaghetti strands hanging in the 
sun on clothes lines to dry, free 
to collect the du.st and the flies. 
And everywhere basts of lively 
children, gaily clothed—or un¬ 
clothed: vigorous, shouting, deep- 
bosomed mothers, and proud, com¬ 
placent fathers all pausing to 
look at the train and Its "rich 
Americani.” One is startled to 
see that the sand along glimpses 
of the beach is jet black—for it 
l.s powdered cinders ejected from 
old Vulcan’s forge at the heart 
of the volcano, many miles away, 
but potentially so near! 

Passing through the gay and 
bright-hued city of Salerno, our 
tr.iin skirted for some distance 
its beaches —since then soaked red 
with the life blood of our fighting 
youth and that of our Allies and 
our enemies. Soon we halt at a 
quiet little station, dismount, and 
w-alk under a fragment of high 
arch—the original Gate of the 
Sirens—which lets us within the 
now broken walls of golden-brown 
travertine, 50 feet high and three 
miles in circumference, which en¬ 
closed the ancient city. And there 
before one’s eyes Is the vista of 
what hag been for a thousand; 
years "a romantic ruin in the! 
midst of a solemn wilderness." | 
Noting the dl.stant broken towers | 
which here and there rise above j 
the crumbling ruins of the city 
wall, one arrives at the intersec-1 
tion of what were two main 
streets laid by the Greeks when 
they built the city of Poseldonia. | 
honoring the god of the sea, some 
525 years before the Christian 
era. These .same streets saw the 
Lucaniana who took over the city 
200 years later and changed its 
name to Paestum; the Romans 
who conquered It 60 years later, 
and the Saracens who destroyed 
it in 871—but not everything. 

For there before one can now 
be seen, through the pine and 
olive trees, three great-columned, 
silent temples, golden-brown and 
gray, looking older than any man¬ 
made thing this side of Egypt. 
Battered, fragmented, and trun¬ 
cated, they still retain enough of 
their form and proportions to con¬ 
vey a majesty that seems dateless 
and eternal. The temple of Ceres, 
goddess of vegetation and dis¬ 
penser of plenty, 105 feet long 
bv 47 wide, still retains its 34
